Governor Johnson's Criticism. 


In the course of his Campaign clash across Indiana 


this week. Governor Hiram W. -Johnson, progressive nom- 
inee for vice president, took occasion to depart from a dis- 
cussion of national issues long enough to toll Indiana peo- 
ple of some of their political short-coinings and to pre- 
scribe for their political ills. Governor .Johasou may he 
entirely honest in his criticism, but \ve shall be much 
surprised if his meddling with state affairs does not pro- 
voke resentment sufficient to offset whatever he might 
otherwise have gained for the cause which he is represent- 
ing with such tremendous fervor. 


Nobody better than the citi/.e-n of Indiana realizes 


that political conditions here are susceptible of improve- 
ment-in many directions. This has always been the case, 
and doubtless similar conditions will always exist. Yet 
it cannot be truthfully denied that Indiana has managed 
to attain a very high rank among the states and to main- 
tain a political decency that averages very well up with 
her sisters, and this without the assistance of outside ad- 
visory political specialists. It may be true that the pri- 
mary law advised by Governor Johnson "would be the par- 
ticular panacea needed for what ails us, but the intelligent 
Indiana voter can be depended upon to solve his own prob- 
lems. Governor Johnson ought to remember what tra- 
ditionally happe-ns to the individual, however well mean- 
ing, who attempts to be peacemaker in a family fuss. 


The proclamation of Governor Marshall fixing Octo- 


ber 9 as Fire Prevention day in Indiana, is a reminder 
that nearly everybody can perform a service both to him- 
self and to his community on that day. It is purposed to 
'devote the day to a removal of all rubbish and other waste 
that might cause fires, and a general observance of the, 
proclamation will .not only reduce the fire hazard, but will 
contribute in large, degree to the, health and the beauty of 
any community. It is only within the past year or two 
that Fire Prevenion day has commanded general recogni- 
tion, but its Intent is so practical that it ought to be given 
observance.

Go to the postoffice some after- 


noon about 4 o'clock, just when business 
'in the'downtown district is rushing and 
the streets are filled with all sorts of 
vehicles. After getting your mail, leave 
the postoffice immediately. 
Don't at- 


tempt to read your correspondence while 
still at the office. Just come out and 
walk west on'either side of Berry street. 
If you wish to be.successful in this, you 
had perhaps better be opening the en 
velopes of your mail on the way. Then j 
by the time you reach Calhoun street 
you will have nothing to do but read 
your 'correspondence. Don't take your 
eyes from the letter you happen to be 
reading. 
Just start right across the 


street, and1 if you are really lucky the 
first thing you know you will be draw- 
ing accident insurance money from your 
favorite company while you peacefully 
lie in a nice white bed at the hospital, 
suffering nothing more or less serious 
than a fractured skull or a broken limb. 


If you want to get accident insurance 


money that is one sure way to get it, 
because Fort Wayne is growing a bit hn.l 
the streets' are a little more crowded 
than they were a few years ago, nnd 
anyone who neglects to use eyes or ears 
while crossing the downtown streets is 
indeed lucky if he or she- escapes an ac- 
cident. 


If one stands for a moment on one of 


the downtown street corners during the 
busy hours of either the morning or aft- 
ernoon, a pair of field glosses or a tele- 
scope is not required to see at a glance 


the urgent need of rigid enforcement of ] 
traffic regulations in Fort Wayne. The 
ever-increasing business and its resultant 
growth in the city's population 1ms cre- 
ated a condition here, which if left to 
itself, would in no time be dangerous. 


Do Not Co-operate. 


Hundreds of accidents are only avoided 


by the timely work of Fort Wayne's 
traffic' policemen. Every day, however, 
occasions arise when even the traffic man 
is at a loss to direct the trend of ve- 
licles and pedestrians, simply because 
ihose he seeks to protect and lead to 
safety do not use their eyes and are un- 
•illing to accept the services 
offered 


;hem after the ever-watching optics of 
,he policeman have found a place where 
service is needed. 


The fact is that many of the people 


of Fort Wayne, and those who drive into 
the city, do not attempt to co-operate 
with the officers, who are trying to avoic 
congestion on city streets. They make 
no attempt, to obey the rules regarding 
traffic over the streets unless forced to 
do so by violence or threat by the po 
lice. 


As a result of this, the traffic cops o: 


Fort Wayne are-compelled to use aboir 
double the effort necessary under ordin 
ary circumstances, because the people d< 
not. more generally help in making traffi 
go in the direction or at a time when 
and where it should.

Women Are a Worry. 


According to the traffic coppers, women 


continuously furnish a. source of worry 
to them. 
Women, of all people, think 


more about accidents and do less to avoid 
them than anybody, and they nre al- 
ways getting into trouble on the down- 
town street corners. 


Instead of going directly acro«s. the 


street, they usually demonstrate a hearty 
inclination to cut from one corner to 
the other, just ns au automobile or n car 
is approaching. 
It really seems that 


some of them wait until they see a car 
coming down the street and then choose 
that particular time to make the at- 
empt. 


As a rule, a timid woman will start 


across the street before she has looked 
to see if there arc any vehicles ts avoid. 
After she has ab'out reached the ce: ter 
of the thoroughfare, she sees an auto- 
mobile or street car and then deliberately 
walks backwards toward the side from 
which she just came, trying to get out 
of the way, but really stepping direct 1> 
in front of traffic going in the opposite 
direction.

Chicago, Sept. 21.—"Bat. the rat," is 


the late=t slogan for Chicago to adopt 
according to the weekly bulletin of the 
city health department. 


The bulletin carries thfi startling in- ] 


formation that there is a serious danger 
ot bubonic plague within the'city, because 
of the bringing in of foreign rats, al- 
icady infected with the plague. A com- 
plete city-wide campaign of extermina- 
tion is recommended. 


The bulletin says: 
"Bubonic plague has been more or less 


prevalent during the summer months- at 
some points near the American seaboard, 
notably Porto Rico and Havana, Cuba. 
Its presence at several points in such 
close proximity to this country has been 
n. matter of no little concern 
to 
the 


•icalth authorities of American cities, and 
ias caused the United 
States 
public 


icalth and marine hospital, service to be 
particularly active in applying protective 
measures at ports of entry 


Would Exterminate Rats, 


"Among the preventive, measures rec 


otnmended are: (1) Extermination of 
T;-,ts and squirrels; (2) enactment of or- 
dinances requiring the rat-proofiiug of 
buildings, wharves and all other struc 
tures that may harbor rats; (31 proper 
garbage and refuse storage and disposal; 
(4) sanitary regulation of food store 
houses, stables, 
bakeries, 
warehouses 


etc.; (5) compulsory notification of FUS 
picious illnesses or deaths and competen' 
investigation of same: (6) laboratory ex 
animations of rodents; (7) periodical di? 
irfec.tion of ships: (S) quarantine, restric 
lions, according to the immediate need 


of the situation; 
(fl) education of the 


public as to the nature of the disease, 
I'ow it spreads and the measures and 
means for combating it. 
; 


"Rat extermination is a recommenda- 


tion which Chicago should adopt immedi- 
ately. 
Kvcn though plague be not im- 


mediately threatening, the destructive 
habits'of the rat call for its extermina- 
tion now. Estimate.? of the damage 
caused by vats in this city indicate an 
annual loss of $3.000.00.0 approximately. 


"To combat the rat any or^nll of the 


following methods may be employed: 
Poisoning, trapping, shooting, employ- 
ment of natural enemies of the rat. such 
r:s cats, dogs and ferrets: eliminate their 
breeding places, drive them from their 
homes and starve them out by placing 
foodstuffs and food wastes in rat-proof 
containers. 


"There are two chief kinds of poison 


on the market, one containing arsenic aiir 
the other phosphorus. ' The phosphorus 


•to smells like match heads. Either 
these poisons, is good, but in some re- 


pccts phosphorus seems to be the bet- 
er. us it shine? at night and the rats 
ike its odor and taste. A small quan- 
ity will kill, and as it acts rather slow- 
y. the rat will usually go outside the 
ouse to die.

"A dawn of general interest in civic
